HOW THE POSTMASTERS OF THE 
COUNTRY ARE TO BE PAID. 


The New Schedule and ite Effecton the Wage-List— 
The Dead Postmaster-Genera!—Male and Fe- 
malic Clerke—Great Britain's Views as to 
thelrieh in America—Ocher News. 


WasmINGTGN, March 27.—Postmasters 
throughout the country are manifesting some 
uneasiness about the results of the readjust- 
mentof their salaries on the basis of 2 cent 
postage. In order that their income might 
not be cut-down in proportion to the reduc- 
tion of postage, congress last winter enacted a 
new schedule of postmasters’ salaries. The 
old and new schedule cannot be exactly com- 
pared, because there are differences in the 
gradation of offices in each class, and because 
the present schedule includes box rents, a 
variable element, and limits ,the compensa- 
tion from box rents to one sum if tbe 
postmaster furnishes the boxes and to an- 


other if he does not. But making the com- 
parison as closely as _ possible _be- 
tween maximum compensation under the 
present schedule and the fixed compensation 
under the new schedule, it appears that the 
latter makes some advance in the salaries. 
Fer example, among the first-class offices 
where the gross revenues are §40,000, the 
present maximum compensation is $2,940, 
and after the new schedule goes into effect 
the fixed salary will be $5,000. Where the 
eross receipts are $50,000, the new schedule 
will raise the pay from $3,000 maximum to 
$5,100. Where the receipts are $100,000, the 
pay will be advanced from $35,200 to $3,300. 
If the receipts are $150,000, the new salary 
will be $3,600, though the present maximum 
is $3,700, Where the receipts” are 
$150,000, the new salary will be $3900, and 
the present maximum is $4,050. Where the 
receipts are between $500,000 and $600,000, the 
new salary will be $5,000. The present max- 
imum ranges from $4,200 to $4,500, Under 
the new schedule the maximum salary, $6,- 
000, will be paid where the receipts exceed 
$600,000. Under the present schedule the 
maximum salary where the receipts are $640, - 
000 would be $3,080, and the same where the 
receipts are $1,250,000, but where the receipts 
are $1,500,000 the salary would be $4,700 
T he reason for this in2quality is that a part 
of the salary consists ot a diminishing com- 
mission On the receipts, and two-tenths of 1 
per cent of $1,000,000 is more than one-tenth 
of 1 per cent. of $1,280°000. The new schedule 
of specific salaries obviates all these abbera- 
tions. On second and third class offices 
comparisons are more difficult, because a 
large part of the present compensation is cal- 
culated on revenues of the offices not to ex- 
ceed a maximum of $1,550, which is in addi- 
ion to the revenue from box rents and com- 
missions where the receipts exceed $4,000, 
Under the new schedule, second-class offices 
are those whose receipts range from $8,000 to 
$40,000, and the salaries from $2,000 co $2,900, 
Third-class offices are those whose receipts 
are from $1,900 to $8,000, and the salaries 
range from $1,000 to $1,900. In offices of the 
fourth-class postmasters are now allowed 60 
per cent of the first $100 per quarter of reve- 
nue, and 50 percent on revenue exceeding 
that, and not exceeding $300. The new sched- 
ule allows the whole of the first $50 ef revenue 
per quarter, 50 per cent of the next $100, and 
50 per cent of the next $200. 


THE DEAD POSTMASTER-GERENERAL 


How the News of His Death was Keceived ta Wash- 
ington—IHlle Successor Spoken of. 

WasHincton, March 27.—The president re- 
ceived a telegram about 6 o’clock Sunday 
evening informing him of the death of Post- 
master General Howe, at his home in Wis- 
consin. Mr. Frank Howe, the postmaster- 
reneral’s son, and Colonel Enoch Totten, his 
son in-law, received the sad news half an 
hour later. Young Mr. Howe had been noti- 
fied early in the day of the probable fatal ter- 
mination of his father’s illness, and he had 
arranged to leave for Madison, Wis., on the 
night train. He received the intelligence be- 


fore his departure. First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Hatton called upon 
the president this afternoon, 
but he fete the white house before the 


news of the death wasreceived. He wasone 
of the first to receive notification of the event. 
Lhe illness of the postmaster-general was not 
considered dangerous until within the past 
few days when letters received from his home 
conveyed the intelligence that he was threat- 
ened with pneumonia. The winter climate 
on the lakes hasa tendency to aggravate -all 
pulmonary diseases, and it was feared that in 
the feeble condition of Mr. Howe’s health, 
and his inability, because of old age, to rally 
from severe prostration, he might die. Post- 
master General Howe is the only cabinet oth- 
cer who has died in harness since General 
Grant’s first term. General John A. Rollins, 
who was appointed secretary of war by Gen- 
eral Grant, died in 186%, before his 
commission bad expired. Speculation as to 
who will be the next postmaster-general has 
already begun, and a plentiful supply of can- 
didates will undoubtedly be presented to 
choose from. Mr. Hatton, who in reality has 
been the controlling power in the depart- 
ment for months past, is understood to he 
willing to take the place. He enjoys the 
friendiy confidence of the president, put it is 


- thought that a man of more prominence and 


of higher political standing than he enjoys 
will be selected. A western man will in all 
probability receive the appointment. First 
Assistant Postmaster-General Hatton cajled 
at the white house and had an interview with 
the president,at which it was @ecided to issue 
an executive order closing the departments 
on the day of tae funeral. Theg post-office 
department building will be] draped with 
mourning for the customary period, 

The funeralof Postmaster General Howe 
will oceur at 5p. m@ Wednesday, services 
being held at the house of his nephew, 
<olonel James B. Howe, at Kenosha, alter 
which the body will be taken in a special 
train to Green Bay. Telegrams have been re- 
ceived by Colonel Howe announcing that 
several members of the cabinet and a num- 
ber of congressmen -will be in attendance. 
There is a strong probability that General 
Grant will be present. Secretary Lincoln, is 
already on his way. Kenosha is in morun- 
sng; the pustofiice being heavily draped. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S DISPLEASURE 


At the Freedom Given to Irish Aglitaters in the 
Laited States— The Correspondence. 

Wasuincron, March 27.—The British gov- 
ernment bas frequently made complaint o! 
the open sympathy manifested by American 
citizens and a portion of the American press 
With the efforts of the Irish people to redress 
their grievances. The administration has 
never conceded the right of the british gov- 
ernment to detain American citizens arrested 
on suspicion without giving them 
trial and an opportunity for release. 
On April 25, 1382, Secretary Frelinghuysen 
addressed a letter to Ministe: Lowell, -in 
which he said: The president is aware that 
freland is now in an exceptional condition. 
But even if all be true which is stated; if it 
is impossible to conduct a trial by jury of a 
bredker of the peace with any hope of convic- 
tien, even with the clearest proof; if the wit- 
ness who testifies against such an offender 
does it with his life in his band; if it be im- 
possible for owners of property to collect 
rents under any of law; if those who

in Ireland are seeking todo away with this 
unhappy condition—even if all this 
be true, it furnishes po su@icient reason 
why an American citizen should remain in- 
carcerated without accusation, without 
chance of trial, without opportunity for re- 
lease. The opinion of her majesty's govern- 
ment on the subject of imprisonment of the 
American suspects is well known. In a let- 
ter to Mr. West, the British minister, dated 
April 6, 1882, Lord Granville says: It is im- 
possible either for her majesty’s government 
or for the gevernment of the United States 
to be ignorant that the present diso.ders in 


Ireland have been, and are still to a great ex- 
tent, fomented by Irish emigrants 
in the United States, and by 


subscriptions of money and pu)lications hos- 
tile to British rule preceeding from that 
source, As you are aware, her majesty’s gov- 
ernment found it necessary last vear to ad- 
dress a friendly representation on this sub- 
ject to the government of the United States, 
and her majesty’s government cannot doubt 
that the president and his ministers must be 
desirous of discouraging ali such pro- 


ceedings to the best of their power. 
Under such circumstances it is ob- 
vious that thé efforts of her 


majesty’s government and of the British par- 
liament for the vindication of law and the 
restoration of order in Ireland would be lia- 
ble to be frustrated if aliens in Ireland ( what- 
soever nationality they might claim) were in 
any respect treated as exempt from the ope- 
ration of laws which parliament has found it 
necessary to enact forthat purpose, or from 
the extraordinary powers conferred upon the 
executive government of Ireland by those 
laws. 


THE CIVILSERVICE. 


The F cmale Clerks to Stand a Competitive Test as 
Wellasthe Males. 


Wasuincton, March 27.—Attention has re- 
cently been drawn to tne fact that the new 
civil service law is silent as to any distinction 
to be made between male and female appli- 
cants for places in the executive departments; 
and the problem of reconciling this state of 
affairs with the present practice in most 
of the departments of giving male applicants 
for Uffice the preference in appointments is 
now the subjectof consideration by the civil 
service reform commissioners. The rules to 
be drawn up by the commission will,it % un- 
derstood, contain some provisions bearing 
upon the question, the commissioners being 
cognizant of the hecessities of the public ser- 
vice and.the opposition on the part of heads 
of departments to any large increase in tune 
number of female clerks,

CONFESSING THEIR SINS. 


Trouble Over a Catholic Innovation in a Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 


CLEVELAND, Onto, March 27.—There is se- 
rieus trouble in Grace Episcopal church 
here. Some montbs ago the pastor of the 


church, Rey. Dr. Hinkle, established a con- 
fessional similar to those in the Catholic 
church and claimed it was according to the 
ritual of the church. The matter has raised a 
tremendous row in the congregation, and 
there are now two opposing factions in the 
church. Those belonging to what 
is known as the Hinkle 
congregation are live, zealous, energetic mem- 
bers of the church, who are rather favorable 
to elaborate ritualistic proceedings. The other 
side are opposed to an ornate ritual as repre- 
sented by the pastor, and are said to be in the 
habit of drawing an invidious distinction be- 
tween the present condition of the church 
and the preceding and more satisfactory pe- 
riod. The annual meeting of the officials of 
the church takes place to-morrow, and a great 


| dea] of interest is attached to the meeiing. 


Itis probable that an effort will be made to 
force a resignation upon Dr. Hinkle. One 
of the highest. officials in the church, in 
answer to a question as to whether an effort 
was to be made at the annual election to de- 
pose Dr. Hinkle, replied that to many of the 
congregation the pastor was distasteful, and 
that since the tacis about his private confes- 
sional had become the property of the public 
a number have left the church. Another 
yrominent church official said: ‘Dr. Hinkle 
elongs to a secret monkish order that has its 
headquarters in England. It is from that 
orderthat he received and accepted those 
high, ritualistic ideas that border on Roman- 
ism. I tell you that English order is danger- 
ous. I am credibly informed that ope of their 
doctrines is that old cardinal doctrine of the 
Jesuits that the end justifies the means. 
When a man believes that and is ready to 
practice it, then I think he -bas approached 
very near the border of Roman Catholicism.”’ 
It was learned to-day that the finances of the 
church have been in a véry bad condition for 
some time, and- that the management had 
been incompetent and disastrous, and that 
the election to-morrow would resuit in a 
thorough investigation of the manner in 
which the finances of the church had been 
managed. It may be significant, in this con- 
nection, to state that the finances are con- 
trolled by the anti-Hihkle faction.

WANDERING BANDS OF APACHES 
SPREADING MURDER, 


A State of Terror in New Mexico, Arizona and Other’ 
Sections—General Crock’s Hope that the Indiaas 
Mey be Put Under the Ground—The Crimes 
_ nd Oasuailties of the Day, Erc., Bte. 


Wasurneton, March 27.—Agent Wilcox, at 
the San Carlos agency, Arizona, telegraphs 
that no Indians are off his reservation and 
that he is confident the depredating Indians 
are a portion of Juh’s band from Old Mex- 
ico. General Crook telegraphs from Whipple 
barracks to Secretary Teller as follows: The 
outrages just reported have been committed 
by a small raiding party of the Chericahua 
Apaches coming back from Mexico, where 
they have been living since they left here 
one year ago. Up to the present mo- 
ment several persons are known to be 
killed on our side of the boundary. The 
troops are in pursuit. Sofaras the threats 


made by the people of Tombstone are con- 
cerned, Iam in full sympathy with them. 
and should be glad to learn that the last of 
the Chericahuas was under the ground. They 
are an incorrigible lot. Ten years ago, when 
the other Apache bands were whipped on to 
the reservation the Chericahuas were spec- 
ially exempted. 

A special from Globe, Arizona, says: A 
man was killed at Stein Pass, New Mexico, a 
short distance from the Arizona line, 
yesterday, by two Apaches. It is 
supposed he was killed to prevent him from 
giving informatoin as to the direction in which 
they were moving. News was brought to 
Tucson by a passenger on the west bound ex- 
press, which arrived at Tucson last evening. 

A Tombstone dispatch announces the safe 
arrival there of J. E. Jamesand C. M. Thorn- 
dike, who have been reported murdered by 
the Indians. They report over twenty men 
killed. Indians are burning off the grass. 

A dispatch from Portland, Oregon, ‘says: 
There are rumors of an outbreak of the 
Amobella Indians. One report says that 400 
left their reservation and refused to return. 
Another says that they have gathered on the 
river for their annual salmon fishing, Special 
dispatches report that numbers are crossing 
the Columbia river into Washington. Their 
object isnot known. There have been no 
hostilities thus far. 

A special dispatch from Muscogee, Indan 
Territory, says: General Porter has disbanded 
his forces, and they have gone home witb the 
exception of a few scouts, leaving the United 
Siates troops to capture Spiechee and his men. 
At last accounts they had not yet arrived at 
his camp, 15 miles west ofthe Sac and Fox 
agency. Nodoubt he will surrender to them 
without resistance, as he would have done to 
the Crees had he not been afraid that he 


would have been _ iil-treated. Sleeping 
Rabbit was killed while try- 
ing to escape last Wednesday,

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THE DORRIS MURDER. 


The Prisoners Plead Guilty of Manslaughter, and Get 
Ten Years. 

Sr. Louis, March 27.—Russell Brown and 
Pat McGlew were called in the criminal court 
this morning to answer the charge of murder 
in the first degree for killing Mrs. Sarah Hen- 
rietta Dorris, wife of Genera] Creorge P. Dorris 
and Russell Brown’s grandmother, by strang- 
ulation on the night of January 238, 
1882. The district attorney stated’ that 
the testimony taken before the grand jury 
would not sustain the charge of murder. He 
did not believe the young men intended to 
murder Mrs. Dorris. As the prisoners were 
willing to enter a plea of guilty of man- 
slaughter in the first degree, he recommended 
that it be accepted and their pushishment be 
assessed at ten years in the penitentiary. 

he judge, surprised at this proposition, took 
the case under advisement uniil 3 o'clock. 
At that hour the judge came into court, said 
he had read the evidence and it was either a 
case of murder in the first or manslaughter 
in the third degree, and he could not accept 
the plea of guilty of manslaughter in the first 
degree. The case then proceeded to 
trial and the jury wasempaneled. A littlelater 
the jugige said that on the advice of the cir- 
cult attorney, and on further consideration 
of the law and evidence in the case, he wou!d 
accept the plea of guilty of manslaughter in 
the first degree. The prisoners were then ar- 
raigned and poser guilty, and on the recom- 
mendation of the circuit attorney were sen- 
tenced to ten years imprisonment in the pen- 
icentiary.

Lyncaspura, March 27.—One thousand roll- 
makers struck to-day for increased wages, 
and nearly all the tobacco manufacturers 
have*suspended work. The manufacturers 
are determined to resist the demand of the 
operatives. A party of 300 strikers went to 
Ford's factory and threatened the rollmakers 
there with violence if they continued work, 
but the menace was disregarded. Trouble is 
apprehended. 


BLoomineton, Illinois, March 27.—One 
thousand Knights of Labor held a meeting 
last night to insist upon the reinstatement of 
seven employes of the Chicago and Alton 
railroad, who are discharged for petitioning 
for an increase of pay. The spenliens urged 
all employes to quit work unless the men 
were reinstated. 


Boston, March 27.—The strike of the cigar 
makers of the United States for an increase 
of wages appears to have reached this city. 
This morning ten workmen of the Boston co- 
operative manufactory asked for an increase 
cf one dollar per thousand, The demand 
was not acceded, and they left the shop. 
Similar action is expected by large numbers 
of workmen elsewhere.

JESSE JAM&S AS A DUDE, 


Lively Secnes in a Trial Against the Courier Journal 
fer Libel. 

LovuISsvILLE, March 27.—Some months since 
the Courier-Journal published an exhaustive 
article descriptive of the. haunts of the James 
gang in Logan county, Ky., where lived 
George B. Hite, uncle of Frank and Jesse 
James, at whose house the robbers were in 
the habit of stopping.. Wood and Clarence 
Hite, sons of old Hite, were members of the 
James gang, the former being killed by one 
of the James boys or Dick Liddle, while the 
latter was sent to the Missouri penitentiary 
for twenty years for complicity 
in the Blue Cut robbery, 
was pardoned a few weeks since and died 
about ten days ago. In the article in ques- 
tion, the above facts were detailed, together 
with others to which the Hites objected. He 
filed two libel suits against the Courier-Jour- 
nal for $25,000 and $50,000. Among other 
statements was one that Jesse James was said 
to have alienated the affections of Mrs. Hite, 
and that she had left her husband’s home. 
The Courier-Journal went to trial on the 
$25,000 case on what the lawyers call a ‘plea 
of confession and avoidance’’—in other 
words, admitted the publication of the 
article complained of, and said it was 
true. A large number of witnesses were 
heard for the defense, substantially sustained 
the truth of the article. Mrs. Hite took the 
stand for the plaintiff; admitted having be- 
come the mother of a child six months after 
her.marriage with ber first husband, but de- 
nied being intimate with Jesse James. To- 
day, T. T. Crittenden, governor of Missouri, 
took the witness stand and testified that 
George B Hite, husband of Mrs. Hite, told 
him last spring thatJesse James had led the 
boys Wood and Clarence astray; that 
he had been the cause of a separation be- 
tween himself and wife, and that Jesse had 
ruined his domestic happiness, This closed the 
testimony. The matter has attracted much 
attention, the courtroom being crowded. A 
large part of the testimony referring to Mrs. 
Hite, who is comparatively young, was of a 
very lively character, tending to sustain all 
and more than the original article charged. A 
werdict will probably not be reached before 
Wednesday. 
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BROUGHT INTO PORT. 


The Old DPeominiou Disabled—Arrival of the Arctic 
Explorer. 

New York, March 27.—The steamship Old 
Dominion, of the Old Dominion line, was 
towed to her dock last evening disabled. 
Captain Walker reported that she sailed from 
Norfolk on Saturday evening. The weather 
was fine. All went well unti: about7 o'clock 
on Sunday morning, when the steamship was 
off Tenwicks island. A shock was then sud- 
denly felt throughout the vessel. It was 
found that the center pin of the walking 
beam had broken. The machinery was now 
useless, and as the spars of the Old Dominion 
are quite small but very little canvass could 
be spread. The sea was smooth and the steamer 
did not roil badly. There were 25 cabin pas- 
sengers on board. Shortly after the machin- 
ery had become disabled the steamer Cana- 
da, bound to Baltimore from one of the New 
England ports, was sighted, and signals of 
distress were shown. The Canada approach- 
ed and her master agreed tc tow the disabled 
Old Dominion into this port. The boats were 
lowered and hawser passed between the twu 
vessels. The Canada then started up and the 
weather continuing fine she towed the Old 
Dominion steady until 4 oclock yesterda 
afternoon, when Sandy Hook was reached. 
Tugs then took hold of the disabled vessel 
and brought her to her dock. 

Among the passengers on board the steam- 
ship Westphalia, which arrived from Ham- 


burg this morning, were Ensign Henry J. 
Hunt, who belonged to the Rodgers crew; 
Herbert Wood Leach, James H. Bartlett, 
John Lauterback and Frank Manson, sur- 
vivors of the Jeannette and enlisted men.

Twenty-Six Bodies Exhumed from the LUraidwood

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC. 


Views Along the Liue of the New Kead—The Coal 
Lands—Mining Operations. 
From the Montgomery Advertiser. 


Aljthought inadvertently left over for some 
days the following facts gleaned from a brief 
interview with Judge Buckley and Mr. M. L. 
Moses, who went on a prospecting trip to 
Walker county, this state, recently may in- 
terest the reader. Proceeding by rail to Bir- 
mingham, Judge Buckley aud Messrs. A. H. 
and M. L. Moses hired a conveyance. The 
distance to Jasper, the county seat, is forty- 
tive miles, but they pursued a different route 
in order to take in the country the object 
being to see as much as possible of the coal 
and general resources of the country, 
As before stated, they purchased 6,000 
acres’ of land to _ begin’ witb. The 
presence of the finest coal could be seen eve- 
rywhere. It wasséen cropping out in the 
banks of the Warrior river in veins three and 
fsurfee.thick. The blacksmiths find it in 
abundance and when needed go out a short 
distance from their forges, and with picks, 
collect it in any desired quantity for the time 
being. ‘The excursionists visited the celebra- 
ted **Townley Bed,’’ in which the coal is said 
to be seven feet thick, and extends over 
much of the county. Much of this bed was 
under water at the time and could not be 
seen to the best advantage. There are also 
other beds no less noted for their great re- 
sources of coal which were not 
visited for want of time. When the water 
was high, coal used to be floated down the 
Warrior river (which runs through the coun- 
ty) to Mobile and other points below. This 
river will in future years, no doubt be made 
navigable for the transportation of coal to 
Mobile, to supply the Gulf and South At- 
lantic steamers. Judge Buckley rightly con- 
siders this opening of the river as an ineyvit- 
able necessity. Coal lands commenced to seil 
at from ftity to seventy-five cents per acre, 
and since public attention has been attracted 
to them, they now range in price all the way 
from $1 to $5 per acre. Lhe settlers or original 
owners, have readily sold their lands and the 
money has greatly benefitted tgem. One 
‘generation after another has grown up on 
these lands with the inexhaustible wealth of 
coal buried underneath; the owners knew 
that it existed to a great extent, yet did not 
appreciate its possible valge. Many have pur- 
chased mineral rights, the sellers remaining 
on their homesteads, and disposed of the 
lands as something of no practical u-e to 
them. No mining of coal has yet been done 
owing to the absence of transportation facili- 
ties. Major Kelley, of the Georgia | acific 
road, has formed a company, and when that 
road coming from Columbus, Miss,, reaches 


about four miles from the western 
line of the county, the mining 
of coal will be commenced at that 
locality. As before said, the coal lands of 


Walker county are attracting attention in all 
directions. Geologists from Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, and one or more states 
have visited the county to ascertain the 
quality and extent of the deposits. A com- 
pany of Louisville, Ky., has purchased be- 
tween-50,000 and 75,000 acres; and individuals 
are also making investments on their own 
account, probably for speculative purposes. 
Iron in limited quantities exists in the north- 


western corner of the county, which 
extends into Lamar, Fayette and Frank- 
But 


lin counties, and the ore 1s rns rich. 
Walker is rich also in her timber resources, 
In the northern portion of the county is an 
immense forest of long leaf yellow pine, 
which will be a source of wealth when the 
Georia Pacific is completed. This forest 
is about twelve miles wide and thirty miles 
in length. Judge LBuckly reposts that 
Walker county has noresouice that will not 
readily yield to development, and it only 
needs capital, enterprise and engineering 
skill. Tae Georgia Pacific now completed 
from Atlanta to Anniston will reach the 
Walker county line from Columbus, Missis- 
sippi, about the tenth of April. The cars are 
running toa point eight miles east of Pay- 
ette courthouse. The completion of this 
road will open transportation facilities to 
Birmingbam,} Anniston and Atlanta, and 
supply the people as well as industrial enter- 
prises with goal. It will also bring Anniston 
with its great natural advantages to a great 
extent in competition with Birmingham, and 
it may prove to bea more formidable rival 
than is now supposed to be possible,

ALL-COTTON CREDITS. 

Mr. W. R. Henry has written a pamphlet 
on the condition of the farmers of North Care 
It appears from the figures he gives 
thet this class is in a worse fix than the same 
class in Georgia. In other words, the farmers 
of North Carolina are to-day in asdeplorablea 
condition as the farmers of Georgia were five 
years ago. They are practically in a condi- 
tion ofslavery which is as bad, if indeed, it 
is not worse, than the real slavery that held 
the negroesin bondage. The were 
provided with shelter, with clothes and with 
rations, and they had no responsibilities, but 
the farmers who plant all cotton in response 
to the demands of the commission mer- 
chant who holdsa mortgage lands, 
his stock and his crop is doubly a slave, 
Every season brings an accumulation of the 
miseries that accompany poverty. 

We gather from Mr. Henry’s pamphlet that 
eighty-six thousand tons of commercial fer- 
tilizers were sold in North Carolina, princi- 
pally for the cultivation of cotton. These 
fertilizers cost the farmers on an average $45 
a ton, amounting to the sum of three million 
eight hundred and seventy thousand dollars. 
Four bundred thousand bales of cotton were 
produced, which, at an average of $40 a bale, 
amounted to sixteen million dollars. The 
fertilizers, therefore, cost nearly one-fourth 
the proceeds of the entire cotton crop. Mr. 
Henry subtracts the $3,870,000 paid for guane 
froai the $16,000,000 received from the cotton 
crop. This leaves $12,130,000, which if equally 
divided: among the 1,500,000 people of Norih 
Carolina would give te each the sum of eight 
dollars and eight and two-thirds cents— 
whereas the inmates of the insane asylum are 
a lowed $216 and the convicts $208 a year.

With the twelve millions of dollars 
which the North Carolina farm- 
ers got from their cotton crop, 


they are compelled to pay the ordinary, or 
extraordinary expenses of all cotton farms 
raise mortgages, discbarge leins and meet the 
usurious interest which the commission mer- 
chants charge on credits. Mr. Henry 
gays there are commission merchants in 
North Carolina who, a few years ago, did not 
possess a foot of land. They now own thous- 
an is of acres obiained by foreciosing on ail 
cotton farmers. The men whe are now in 
d-bt to the commission merchants are com- 
pelled to pliant cotton in order to meet the 
expectations and desires of those who credit 
them.

“Way? asks Mr. Henry. *‘Because it is. 
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wealth by these commission merchants that 
the tenant should plant cotton and not 
corn, should buy meat from them in- 
stead of raising it, should believe they are 
working for themselves, while, in fact, they 
are working for the commission merchant.” 
The pamphlet then goes on to enlarge upon 
this subject, making some very. truthful re- 
marks, but the impression is left that the 
cause of the condition of the farmers of North 
Carolina isin some way due to the commis- 
sion_merchants, 

The truth of the matter is, nobody on earth 
is to blame but the farmer himself. With 
starvation staring him in the face he started 
out to make a living by violating every 
principle of common sense and economy. 
The high prices of cotton after the war stimu- 
lated the spirit of speculation that exists 
among human beings everywhere, and all the 
suftering and degradation and disaster since 
have not been sufficient to allay it. The 
average farmer of North ¢ ‘aroli na 
digs, and starves, and pinches him- 
self in the hope that some contingency 
will earry the price of cotton to twenty or 
thirty cents, and he continues to plant it, not 
less in the hope that he may suddenly grow 
rich, than in the hope that he may be ena- 
bled to meet his obligations. 

Nobody is responsible for the condition of 
the farmer but the farmer himself. The 
usurious interest charged by the com mission 
merchant on accommodations is the natural 
and direct result of the risk which accompa: 
nies the extension of credit to men who are 
too insensible to their own welfare to raise 
their own supplies. 

THE Constitution took occasion last fall to 
congratulate the farmers of Georgia on the 
fact, which was then apparent, that they had 
managed to weather the worst of their diffi- 
culties: butit isto be feared that we shall 
not be able to extend similar congratulations 
next fall. There isa tendency all over the 
(to which we have already 
called attention) to remove the all- 
cotton craze. Reports from all sections show 
that the farmers neglected the small grain 
crops, and that they are preparing to increase 
the acreage devoted to cotton. 

The only stimejant to this course must be 
in the full corn-cribs, gor there is nothing in 
prospective prices or in the condition of the 
markets to warrant it. Full corn-cribs will 
not last always, and unless the native com- 
mon sense of the farmer comes to his rescue, 
the next reckoning day will find him flound- 
ering in the neighborhood of his old misery. 
Progress that halts is not progress, and no 
farmer in Georgia, ng matter how humble 
his holding, or how eatensive, .cannot fail 
to succeed unless he conforms to the condi- 
tions of success and makes his business self-

BIDDING FOR SOUTHERN TRADE. 
The people of Cincinnati built a railroad 
to Chattanooga. This road cost a great deal 
of money; but when it was completed the 


people who had been heavily taxed to pay

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interest on the cost of 
the road itself could not meet, rejoiced ; be- 
cause they would hereafter not only have ac- 
cess to the very heart of the south, but they 
would hereafter enjoy and profit by 
the shortest and best line ex- 
tending from the Ohio river towards the Gulf, 
Neither St. Louis or Louisville or any other 
city would be so well served, and the expec- 
tation of a doubled if not a qnadrupled trade 
were quickly entertained. But, alas, these 
plans have come to grief, and the superior ad- 
vantages have become very misty. To save 
money Cincinnati's roac was leased to a for- 


eign corporation controlled in conntries 
across the water that know very 
little about Cincinnati and _ probably 


do not care to increase their present stock of 
knowledge relative to that city. As soon as 
the foreign company: had obtained full pos- 
session of the property and had looked over 
the ground, it proceeded to enter into a trailic 
contract with the Louisville and Nashville 
company, by which Louisville becomes as 
much an Ohio-river terminus of Cincinnati’s 
own road as Cincinnati ‘‘Hereafter,”’ 
says the Cincinnati Enquirer dolefully, ‘‘the 
Southern will certainly use every endeavor to 
obtain as much frieght and passenger patron- 
age from the Falls City as possible. ‘The latter 


itself. 


city is, by the new route, considerably 
nearer Chattanooga than Cincinnati, and 
when the Southern bevins running direct 


trains from Louisville it will gain whatever 
advantage there may be in such contiguity. 
This is all right ina business point of view 
forthe Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas 
Pacific company. It is a foreign corporation 
and has leased the Cincinnati Southern 
purely as a business speculation, and to make 
money out of it, but the question arises; was 
it wise to permit a road which was ostensibly 
built forthe special benefit of this city to 
pass into the hands of those who are only 
nterésted in its prosperity so far as it benefits 
them, and to whom a dollar of our rival's is 
just as valuable as one of ours? The future 
must answer the question fully.”’ 

This case is after all another instance of the 
course of trade, which never did run free of 
rivalry and conflicting interests. Trade cen- 
ters should not hope to secure trade that they 
are not entitled to. If Cincinnati is entitled 
toa large share of the southern trade, she 
will get it, not because she owns a railroad, 
but because ail things considered she can out- 
bid other towns. In other words, she is put 
on her mettle so far as the south is concerned; 
she has confessedly a fair and square chance, 
ani no town should expect more.

BUDDHIST MONKS. 


The Rev. Father Huc, a Roman Catholic mis- 
sionary in Tartary and Thibet, describes his sur- 
prise at his first sight of tbe vast and numerous 
Buddish monasteries in those regions. The firstto 
which he came had in it two thousand monks, or 
lamas; but afterward he reached another where 
there were thirty thousand lamas, with an abbot at 
their head, whose power was so great that the em- 


peror of China was constantly in fear of 
his influence over the~- Tartar tribes. The 
Buddhist monks, he found, take the same 


three vows which are imposed on all the orders 
of Christian monks—namely, of poverty, chas- 
tity and obedience, And all the Buddhist priests 
are monks, and nearlyall are mendicants. They 
go out every day, stopping fora moment in silence 
before each house, an! receive the rice, which may 
be put into the bowl which they carry. If none is 
given to them, they goin silence to the next house. 
This is done when they are near cities or towns: 
but when, like Father Huc’s hospitable entertainers, 
they are far from any surrounding population, they 
are allowed, itseems, to support themselves by 
pastoral and agricultural labors. One of the great 
lamaseries in whinese Tartary, where Father Huc 
was entertained, is deacrbed by him thus: He ar- 
rived inthe placest o'clock ia the evening, 
and was met by lamas, of

whom he SA VS that their red scarf, 
their yellow cap ee like a mitre, their grave 
manners and low voices made on him a profound 
impression. “They seemed,"’ said he, *‘to waft to 
ward us the breath of a monastic religious life. In 
order not to disturb the deep silence which hushed 
the place, the bells on the horses were stuffed with 
straw, Slowly and without speaking, they passed 
along those calm and deserted streeta.'’ This sol- 
emn and majestic silence, as he cails it, was only 
interrupted by the hollow and melancholy sound 
of a born which marked the watches of the night. 

He here inhabived a house lent to him with- 
out charge by its owner, who was one of these 
peaceful monks, It contained large rooms, a kitch- 
en with cooking utensils, and a stable for his horse 
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rel ‘ 
a di ce ese lamas, so hospitable 
generous and brotherly in their treatment 
gers, and the covetous Chinese, who even demand 
yment of the traveler for ag of water!"’ The 
amas helped him move into bishouse, carrying 
his mage on their shoulders: swept his roorme, 
lighted his fire, got ready the stable and finished by 
giving him a dinner.

Two days after he entered his eightieth year he 
recorded: ‘‘Lrose this morning with the dawn, 
and, drawn by an irresistible impulse, walked over 
the lower Tiber bridge to my old bathing spot on 
the margin of the Potomac’’ (probably behivd the 
naval observatory hiil at whatis called Braddock’s 
rock). ‘‘And where, under the shelter of the high 
bluff yet remaining, I bathed and swam from five 
to ten minutes, came out, dressed myself and walked 
home. As I went down the 
hill to the edge of the water 
I found three young men, neither of whom I knew. 
already in the river, and heard one of them say: 
‘There is John Quincy Adams.’ They had their 
clothes at one of my old standard rocks; but with- 
out noticing or disturbing them I found another 
rock a few rods higher toward the Potomac bridge, 
where I left my clothes. The tide was low and the 
time not convenient for entering the river, but 4 
succeeded in obtaining the bath for which I panted. 
The time consumed was, as in former days, about 
one hour and a half—half an hour going to the 
river, half an hour to beth, swim and dress, and 
half au hourto return, The thermometer was at 
eighty-four.” The next day but une he records: 
“Third bath and swimin the Potomac at 5 o'clock 
this morning, thermometer seventy-four, and a 
brisk breeze, so that when I came out! shivered 
while dressing at my old rock, but warmed in walk- 
ing home and suffered no after inconvenience.”’

wasnixeTon, March 27.—The grand jury 
to-day returned indictments against Thomas 
J, Brady for corrupt official action in connec. 
tion with two of Price's mail routes, one 
against William Pitt Kellogg for unlawfully 
ceiving money from Price, in consideration 
of corruptly influencing the action of Brady 
in regard to his mail routes, and one against 
Thomas J. Brady and William Pitt Kellogg 
for conspiracy in connection with these same 
routes. 

be following is an abstract obtained from 
what is believed to be a trustworthy source, 
of the affidavit of Mail Contractor James B. 
Price, which is now in the possession of coun- 
se] for the government in the star route 
cases. The affidavit deposes in substance as 
follows: In 1878, being the lowest bidder, 
afiant was awarded the contract for carrying 


the mails on the route ‘among others) 
from Corpus Christi to San Antonio, 
Texas. In 1579, being desirous of having the 


number of trips increased, and the times ex- 
pedited on said route, to the end that his 
annual pay might be increased and the route 
thereby rendered profitable, affiant, caused 
to be circulated petitions for the signatures of 
citizens living along the line of road, request- 
ing that the postmaster general increase the 
number of tripsand reduce the running time. 


These petitions having been numerously 
signed by influential citizens, and officials 
were handed by affiant two a @6sfriend 


in Washington for presentation to the post- 
office department for its action. This effort 
met with no success. Affiant then applied in 
person to Senator William Pitt Kellogg, 
whom he had known for many years, saying 
to him, “If you succeed in increasing my pay 
on this route, and that of the one from 
Shreveport to Monroe, La., I will give you 
twenty thousand dollars.’’ 
THE PLOT EXTENDING. 

Kellogg said he would see the second assist- 
ant postmaster, General Brady, and learn of 
him what could be done. Meantime affiant 
draw fine postal drafts of $3,000 each for 
jbe hereinafter named quarters on the 
route from Corpus Christi to San Antonio. 
These drafts were drawn on the ltth of July, 
i879. and before the order was issued granting 
afiant the increase of pay on the route.

SOUTHERN POTATOES. 


A Talk with Commissioner of Agriculture Henderson 
On What That Term Means. : 

Yesterday when a CoNsTITUTION man entered the 
state department of agriculture Commissioner Hen- 
derson said: 

“You can doa good thing for the people if you 
will tell them what the term southern potato means 
as you find itin the market reports.”’ 

“I don’t know,’ was the frank confession of the 
scribe. 

‘‘ihen I'll tell you,’’ was the response, ‘‘In the 
first place southern potatoes, as we understand the 
expression, are not quoted atall. By southern po- 
tatoes are meant those grownin Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, where the Nansemond variety is the princi- 
pal one grown, and the only variety that is shipped 
north. the Jersey potatoes, however, are quoted 
higher even than those grown in Virginia and 
Maryland. Ina Cincinnati paper of the 16th 
of March Jersey potatoes were quoted 
at from $3 to$3.50 per barrel and southern, mean 
ing Maryland and Virginia, at$2 to $2.25. Instead 
of recieviug these prices for Georgia potatoes, sev- 
eral parties have shipped large Georgia yams to 
the cifferent norther cities ata positive loss. One 
gentleman shipped twenty busheis and reali%ed 25 
cents on the lot. Another shipment brought him 
eight dollarsindebt. Another gentleman recieved 
25 ceuts per bushel for potatoes which would have 
broughtin Atlanta the day they were shipped 50 
cents per bushel.’’ 

“Can’t the Georgia yam hold its own?”’ 

“The whole difficulty rests upon a simple ques- 
tion of taste. In the north where the Irish potato 
isconsumed much more largely chan the sweet, 
the people prefer a sweet potato which will cook 
dry and mealy @ like the Irish potato, 
while we of the south prefer 
what we call a wet potato,and one so sweet that 
when baked the syrup will run down in > pan. 
Agaip,the northern consumer prefers vi es of 
a ubifgrm small size, weighing not more than half 
a pound each, as they aré more easily cooked in the 
style which they like. The Georgia potato is gener- 
ally too large for the northern market aud not of 
the character that suits the northern consumer.’’ 

“What would you advise?’ 

“That those who propose growing sweet potatoes 
for the northern markets should procure seed at 
once of the Nansemond variety, or, as it is now pop- 
ularly known, the ‘Yellow Jersey Nansemond’ For 
home consumption they are inferior to the Georgia 
yam in every respect; but while the latter are 

western 


worthless for shipment to naythern and 
cities, the former will comMand remunerating 
prices. One gentleman whogrew the Jersey Nanse- 
mond last year shipped them with satisfactory re- 
sulis. In growing them for shipment, they should 
be planted in rows two and one-haif feet by 
eighten inches, in order that they may not grow too 
large to be acceptable to the northern consumer.”

THAT THE UNITED STATE GRAND 
JURY MAKES. 


AT TR Pee 


J, F.Bioman Charg 4 with Attempting to Corruptly 
Influence a Member of the Grand Jury in the 
United States Court~A Bench Warrant 
Issued But no Arrest Made Yet. 

’ 

Yesterday wasa very lively day aroung the United 
States courthouse. A considerable stir was created 
by the report of an attempt to corruptly influence a 
juror in the trial of acasein court. Early in the 
morning the grand jury returned an indictment 
against James F.Sloman,a man who had- been 
around the courthouse a good many times and was 
well known to those who are connected with the 
departments in the bnilding The indict- 
ment charged that on the day 
previous Sloman had mistaken a grand juror, Mr, 
M. T. Whitlock, for one of the special jury drawn 
to try the Howard case,and had offered him induce 
ments to stand out for a mistrial” Sloman, it was 
said, claimed to act by authority of Howard, but 
whether he did so or not is a matter for future de- 
velopment. Hosvard’s friends indignantly deny 
that he had anything atall to do with the matter 
and say that they want for Howard nothing more 
‘than a fairand impartial trial, and that he can be 
cleared without a resort to any such tactics as brib- 
ing jurymen. 

The twenty-four jurors who were discharged on 
Monday morning had been summonsed as taies 
jurors iu the Howard case. The case was post- 
poued until Thureday at the instance of the dis- 
trict attoruey on account of the absence of an im 
portant witness. The special jury of twenty-four, 
which was composed of sume of the best men in the 
city, was discharged to save to the government the 
expense of keeping them over wWatil Thursday. 
Judge McCay authorizes i HE CONSTYTUTION to say 
that his charge on the subject of tampering with 
jurors Lad no reference to any particular 
curse, or to the friends of auy particular person, 
but thet it was delivered as a partof his 
rexular charge to the grand jury. He also says that 
the discharge of the special jury was due svulely to 
the fact that he did not wi h to put the goverument 
to the expense : {f keeping them anti! Thursday. 

Although the judge had no reference to any par- 
ticular Case it seems thatthe grand jury was not 
long in-getting upon what seemed to be a warm 
trail, The indictment of sloman was returned 
early yesterday morning and was as follows:

notes, bonds, drafts, checks, warrants, postuge 
stamps, money, and vith stealing aud 
taking money, bunds and otherarticles of valu) out 
of letters, packets, bags and mails of letters which 
had come into his pussession iu the regular course 
of his official duties, the said William H. Howard 
having been a clerk of the postofiice department, 
and su chargea in said indictwentand inaictmens, 
and that then and there said indictment and indict 
ments were set for trial on the 26th day of March, 


1X83, and a special jury being then and there 
summoned in due form of law from which 
a jury to try ihe issue and = issues 
on said indictment and indictments wereto be 


chosen by the cuurt, the said James F. Sloman did 
then and there unlawfully and wilfully corruptly 
attempt to intluence a juror aud jurors, and. by in- 
d. cements and promises of rewara and persuasions, 
and by then aud there introducivg a juror aud 
jurorsso summoned toarelative aod relatives of 
said Howard, and by then and there siating to M. P. 
W hidock,one of the graud jurors as aforesaid, wnom 
he (the said James F. Sloman) then and there 
thoughtand supposed was one of the special) ju- 
rors, so summoued as aforesaid tuat he (slomau) 
hoped that he (Whitlock) would find a verdict in 
favor of said Howard and that money was to be 
made by it, and tbat if he (the said sloman) could 
get him (the suid whitiock) and one more juror to 
stick (meaning then and there to hold out for the 
said Howard, and torefuse to agree toa verdict), 
and to ovstruct an. impede the dueadministration 
of justice in said court, that it would be all right, 
and that he (the said Sloman) did then aud there 
corruptly iuduce the said Whitlock to goto the 
store where the father of said Howard was, and 
didjthen and there give the said; Whitlock wine, and 
oid then and there introduce the saidgWhitlock to 
the*faiher of said Howard, supposing him (the said 
Whitlock) to be a special juror,and did otherwise 
corrupuly endeavor toinfluence, obstruct and im- 
pede the due ad ministration of justice in said district 
courtof the United States, couwrary to the form of 
the statute in such cases made and provided, and 
against the peace and dignity of the United States, 
EMORY SPEER, U. 8.

What will come of the case remains to be seen. 
Mr. Howard’s friends say thathe has been very 
unjustly treated. As it stands, the whole matter is 
in a very much mixed condition, and it can only 
be straightened out by the trials which will follow 
in the courts. It may be saidin young Howa:d’s 
favor that siuce his arrest, more iaan a year ago, he 
has conducted himself with the utmost propriety. 
At last accdunts Sloman had vot been arrested.
